The hours of attendance will be ar- 
ranged in such a way as to produce 
the least amount of friction and an- 
noyance for the employers of the ml 
nors. Experience has shown that great- 
er jgood results to the pupils from 
single continuous session rather than 
from a number of shorter sessions that 
might eoYtr the same length of time. 
It wiil probably be arranged, there 
fore, for the continuation school pu- 
pils to attend one single continuous 
session o'f four hours on one day 
each week.
